Kansas FARMERS IN PERIL.

Delegatio ingress, 
calling their attention to the alarming con- 
ditions of the agricultural interests of the 
State, and demanding legislation for their 
relief. The letter says: **We call attention 
to the effect that a single law firm in one 
city in southern Kansas now has the con- 
tract for the foreclosure of 1800 mortgages. 
This means 1800 homesteads transferred 
from the bands of so many industrious fam- 
ilies to the hands of italists, either do- 
domestic or foreign. The foreclosure of 
these mortgages is in accordance witha pre- 
conceived purpose to gain possession of 
these farms and people them with a more 
servile tenantry imported from foreign 
lands for this especial purpose. Foreclos- 
ures and evictions are place in very 
many parts of our State, and we need not 
Gall the way to Europe to witness scenes 
of cruelty in matters of this kind. All over 
the State the homes of our people are im- 
perilled. They were struggling against 
adverse circumstances and almost against 
hope, to sustain themselves until relief 
hall come.” 


Another chapter in the Nelson-Alcryon 
contest has been presented the public.

ten compartments.

The Governor refused to accept the gift on 
the ground that the people ought not to 
be placed under obligations to the Com- 
pany on the eve of a session of the legisla- 
ture during which the renewal or extension 
of the charter will be acted upon. 

The Berlin Post, on official organ con- 
tains an alarmist article, stating that ‘‘the 
great increase in the Russian and French 
artillery compels the Emperor to demand an 
addition of 74 field batteries of 40,000 men.” 
Experts say that this will entail an expense 
of 53,000,000 marks for the first year and 
35,000,000 ever after. Six hundred addi- 
tional artillery officers will be needed. 
The people are dismayed at the prospect of 
the enormously increased taxation this 
measure will cause, and universally say 
that even war would be preferable.

‘ in the place of Charles E. Cross, the former 
president of the State National Bank, of 
that city, who was recently convicted of 
forgery and embezzlement. The old negro 
was at one time the faithful and trusted 
family servant of Mr. Cross’ father, and the 
subsequent erratic bank President had al- 
most jiterally grown up under his charge. 

The old man was persistent in his demands 

to be allowed to take his young master’s 

place, but as there is no law in North 

Carolina which will allow bim to do so, the 

generous hearted old fellow will have to 

relecquich his noble sacrifice. 

Oleo Sletto, Oleo J. Hanson and Mrs. 
Bertha Olson were on Thursday, at White- 
hall, Wis., sentenced to imprisonment. for 
life. and 30 of their neighbors to serve short 
terms in the county jail for participating in 
the lynching of Hans Jacob Olson last No- 
vember, Olson, it was said, had declared 
that he would set fire to several of his 
neighbors’ houses and commit other crimes. 
His threats alarmed the settlement, and 
Noy. 16a great mob surged at the door of 
his house. His wife permitted the lynchers | 
to enter, and afterwards assisted in pulling | 
ontherope. When Olson was dead his wife | 
made coflee for the mob, and for an hour or 
more entertained the villagers. The prose- 
cuting attorney, however, wi war on 
the lynchers, and his success is found in 
“ verdict returned by the jury on Thurs- 
ay. 

The campaign carried on by the followers 
of Senores Rosas and Morales Bermudese, 
the two candidates of the constitutional 
party for the presidential nomination, bas re- 
sulted in bloody collisions in some parts of 
Perue. Dr. Urbina saw five members of his 
family fall at his side during the Huanta 
ight. The priest exhorted the Indians to 
Cesist, in the name of humanity, from the 
horrible massacre of men, women and 
children, who had sought refuge in a 
church, but when the Indians are drunk 
they are incapable of reasoning. As they 
drew near the church Guentenie to burn 
it, Dr. Urbina, wishing to save the lives of 
the many innocent persons, resolved to 
sacrifice himself.

Regular 
dealérs who buy at Watertown and sell at 
Brighton, take back seats and nearly all of 
the cow stock is in drovers’ hands, to be 
sold at Brighton, Wednesday, and should 
trade favor the buyer, as it has for two 
weeks back, they will go back to Maine 
wiser and poorer, as prices have ruled too 
low to make any margin for some time. 
$50 selects the choice ones out of each load, 
$40 buys a select lot, while $25 to $30 are 
the figures dotted down on the owners’ 
books too often to allow them the oppor- 
tunity to become millionaires, even if they 
were to live to the age of Methuselah. 

Horses—Sales are frequent at a rapid 
rate at low prices. Horse auctions are the 
order of the day, and the low price sends 
many into the stalls of Maine, where, if the 
truth was known and realized, we are horse 
poor. ‘There will soon be more horses than 
sheep or dogs, a sad condition of things 
where the public are not schooled up to eat- 
ing colt steak as they do in the old world. 
$100 picks out a fine western colt. 

Live poultry is good property and brings 
a good price, 10 to 15 cents live weight. 
Not much on the market, as biddy is as- 
sisting in supplying the necessaries of life 
by producing her daily egg, and is not 
forced oft into a cold, selfish market. 

Working Oxen—There is a demand for 
this class of stock, and the old fashioned 
farmers are around in force, mostly old men, 
yet with remarkable memories. They bid 
just the same prices they left off paying 
last fall, not being willing to contribute 
anything to the Maine farmer for winteriu 
such stock which is accepted. $100 to $12 
buys 7 feet cattle. h ones would not 
bring over $100. Three to four cents per 
ib. is where the weil mated, well trained 
workers fetch up when the cost is counted, 
which with the future very flattering pros- 
pect of higher prices of all kinds of meat 
make them a good investment for any 
Maine farmer. 

OTHER FARM PRODUCTS. 

Hay—Although the price has ruled low 
through the winter, it has now come toa 
point never heretofore reached. ‘The hay 
being seld on Boston market to-day does 
not net the New England or Canada farmer 
over $4 per ton inthe barn. This low 
price should be a subject of thought for the 
intelligent Maine agriculturist, as it means 
ruin and failure if adhered to. We cannot 
raise hay at $4 per ton, and we need not, as 
with fair management $10 can be realized 
out of any ton of hay cut in Maine, either 
in dairying or sheep husbandry.

The demand for 
flour has fallen off toa great extent, and 
buyers are again only buying in such lots 
as are needed for their immediate wants. 
Prices remain the same. We quote fine and 
superfine, $2 00@$3 25; extras and sec- 
onds, $3 25@84 10; Minnesota bakers, 
clear and straight, $3 75@84 85; winter 
wheat, clear and straight, $4 25@84 80; 
winter patents, $4 75@$5 25; spring 
patents, $5 10@85 60 for Wisconsin and 
Minnesota. The market has been quiet for 
corn meal, and priceson bag at 80@82c, 
and barrel at $2 45@$2 55 for granulated, 
and $2 00@§$2 05 for kiln-dried. Rye flour 
has been dull at $3 25©$3 50 per bbl. In 
oats there have been small sales at $5 for 
fine, and $5 70@§6 00 for cut. 

Grain. The market is quite firm for 
corn, but it is not easy to advance prices 
much of any. Trade is fair. Steamer yel- 
low is quoted at 41c, and steamer mixed at 
40c per bush. For oats we notice a very 
fair trade in spot lots, and sales of No. 2 
white at 32@33c per bushel, as to location on 
track and inelevators. No.3 white on track 
billed through, are worth 31}¢c per bush. 
No lower prices can be quoted for fine 
fresh northern or western creamery. ‘The 
proportion of northern new wilch dairy lots 
is increasing. and where the quality is all 
right 22 to 24 cents can be obtained, but for 
the ordinary winter lots a much lower range 
must be quoted, say 15 to 20 cents. Good 
to choice old butter has become scarce.

Apples are cleaning up at full prices. 
Choice Maine baldwins command $4 25 and 
other New England $3 50@$4 per barrel.

Fairto choice command 8@9}¢ 
cents. 

For the best Eastern rose and hebron 
potatoes there has been a fair demand at

A liberal supply of 
Scotch continues to be offered. 

A slow and unsatisfactory market is all 
that can be reported of hay. Most of the 
receipts range from $10 to $14 per ton, and
